And What Have You

Have you ever w ondered what those 
odd looking numbers are on the bottom 
of checks9 
Well, probably after Sept I 
you wiil become a little more familiar 
with them. 
The numbers are used by Federal 
Reserve Banks to sort out checks to the 
various banks across the country and 
after Sept. I the Reserve Banks will no 
longer handle checks without the num ­ 
bers as cash items. 
What does that m ean to you and m e9 
It means that when we leave town we 
should start carrying some of our own 
checks with us, according to Floyd Clifton. 
Because of this ruling we will probably 
find it harder to get someone to accept a 
check on a bank draft or an altered check. 
Locally, he said it will not make much 
difference but the days of bank drafts * - 
the ones where you write in the nam e of 
your bank - - are about gone. 
But, back to those numbers. They are 
part of the U. S. Banking system's M agnet­ 
ic Ink Character Recognition or MICR pro­ 
gram which was started about eight years 
ago. The numbers are special characters 
printed in m agnetic ink and must be 
located in a special spot on the check. 
With these numbers the checks can 
be sorted by a machine instead of by 
hand. To give you some idea of the need 
for the system the four offices of the Dal­ 
las Federal Reserve Bank, Fed as it is 
sometimes called sort an d distribute be­ 
tween banks 1,100,000 checks a day. The 
machines that read the num bers can sort 
60 OOO checks per hour while a wom an 
can sort only 1,500 per hour 
This MICR system is like the Post Of­ 
fice's Zip Code system in that it is being 
enforced in Htages so as not to cause any 
more confusion than is neccessary. 
All of the checks furnished by the lo­ 


c a l bank have had these num bers on them 
for a number of years, according to Floyd. 
So really the only change will be in as 
we said, the altered checks an d the bank 
drafts which have alw ays been a certain 
problem tor banks anyway. They cause 
too many mistakes. 
All of this will probably be more of a 
pain to us men than to the fairer sex. 
Women seem to alw ays be able to rum ­ 
m age around in their purses and find a 
blank check but men seldom carry a 
check book or even a blank.
